Hewitt’s Coy 
I-nd, wiili 101 |m>iiiii1s up. ran a smashing race tliis 
nlP-rimon at Douglas Park. In winning the $8tK) 
mile handicap be reduced the truck record to 1:38%

day of the meeting. Morristown was in nearest 
pursuit at the end and Royal Tea was third. Coy 
laid showed a high High! of speed ail the way 
and was given an able ride by McCabe. The race 
had its disappointment to many on account of the 
poor showing of Joe Morris, which was installed 
favorite, lie llattered his backers for three-quarters 
id' a tulle and then retired to the rear on account of 
a foreleg, that has long been under suspicion, go- 
ing hack oil him. He returned to the scales in a 
distressed condition and it is possible that he will 
not rai-K again for some time. Coy Lad was an ex- 
treme outsider in the ls-tting and his few support- 
ers received remunerative odds. 

Weather and track conditions could not have been 
improved on. and contributed to another big at- 
tendance. The Iwltiiig was again spirited and aver- 
aged lip well to (lie three preceding days of (his 
week. In tliis respect it is remarkable that the 
amount bet lias been almost uniform daily. 

Long priced winners scored in three of the 
races, and liberal quotations were also obtained 
agaiusi Rosa Mundi. Praetorian and Melton Street, 
successful favorites. The racing was again inter- 
esting and immensely enjoyed. The finish of the 
closing dash was a thriller, Melton Street succeed- 
ing in the final stride afler a strenuous last quarter 
drive. .Ho lowered the track record for a mile and 
one eighth by one- fifth of a second. 

Jockey Loftus was today presented with $1,000 
by It. II. Emmons as a reward for his ride on 
Uudolfo in the Kentucky Handicap. Mr. Kmuiniis. 
in presenting Loftus with the generous fee. told 
l lie rider that at any time lie eon Id again see an 
£ 'piso-i mot > to help him win $12. non lie would hi- 
ll lease tin- fee substantially. Loftus lias practically 
been engaged to pilot Uudolfo in the Kentucky En- 
durance Slake, four miles, in which he is already 
looked upon as a formidable pnqiositiou for the 
oiliets to tackle. Tliis race, like the Kentucky 
Handicap, will lie worth a fortune, and will easily 
lie I lie greatest prize to lie raced for in* this country 
in tile fall. 

Manager Mack was eliminated as a factor in the 
last race on account of lining stricken with a hemor- 
rhage during the running. 

’I he two-horse combination, composed of Tattler 
and Praetorian, paid $117. NO for $2. No one picked 
tin* three horse combination and it went to the field 
backers, who received $21.75.

Mr. McGee stated that the 
former well known owner, Pat Dunne, was getting 
mi splendidly in his established business in Kansas 
Pity, as is Mr. Corrigan, who is in the contracting 
business there. Mr. McGee expressed much surprise 
over the great change that racing in ;his locality 
lias undergone since tin- elimination of the hookniuk- 
lllg met lioil of wagering.

BETTING REGULATIONS IN THE EAST. 

Attorneys for New York Racing Associations Give 
Advice on Subject. 



New York. May 211. — It is stated that any person 
who attends the Belmont Park race track, where 
racing will be rc--iimed tomorrow after having been 
Mi-iM-ndi-d since 1910. may bet without fear of mo- 
le-tallon. He will not In* hampered or annoyed, but 
lie must I i ' *• within the intent as well as Ru- 
le! ter of the law which is against lionkmnking and 
gambling.' Personal wagers, having been defined by 
tile courts as perfectly legal, will he tolerated by 
the eluli officials and county officials. But no hook- 
tuaking will Ik* allowed, and no person who accepts 
a liet will Ik* |K*rmitted to record it. 

Siieli is the substance of an opinion given by the 
attorneys for the four racing associations that will 
jointly hold the racing meeting, lasting eighteen 
days, at tin* Belmont Park track, relative to betting. 
No person will be allowed to solicit bets or to 
publicly display odds or to make records of bet*. 
None of the patrons of the track will In- permit led 
to occupy a place in the old Is-tting ring. Tliis 
would Ik* construed by Hie management of the track 
“n copying a place for biHikuiaking purposes.” 
Neither will the race-goers In* allowed to stand in 
one place or in any manner show that they are oc- 
cupying a place for gambling purjKises. The visi- 
tor will Is- asked to keep moving on the lawn or to 
occupy scats in the grandstand.

private recording of wagers by persons whd accept 
odds, the track managers have ih-eiiled not to take 
advantage of the full terms of this important legal 
opinion. While the Selldder decision lias been 
unanimously affirmed by the Appellate Division, and 
lias Iw-eii pronounced good law by the attorneys 
of the racing interests, it lias been agreed upon to 
await final action by the Court of Appeals before 
letting down tin- bars. 

if Governor Sulzcr accept an invilation from the 
Westchester Racing Association to attend the races 
at Belmont I’ark on Friday, in- will readily dis- 
cover that tin- law prohibiting liookitmkiug, with or 
without writing, or other forms of gambling is 
strictly enforced and that the lurf solotis are ready 
to co-operate with the district attorney and the 
sheriff of Nassau Comity in suppressing professionals. 

A wcll-piisled racing man outlines Friday’s pro- 
ceedings in tliis way: 

"If you can find a friend at the track who is 
willing to accept your word instead of money, you 
can ask him the islds against any hors** you may 
fancy. Without referring to his program or other 
memoranda In* c an quote a price to you, depending 
entirely on his memory. If you make an oral wager 
with him he must memorize it and you can do the 
same. 

"But under no circumstances must the liet lie 
written down by either of you. If the horse wins 
you can collect the amount of the wager away from 
the track if tin* layer remembers it or if you can 
convince liim that he owes you. If the horse loses 
it is a question involving your word of honor to pay 
up. 

"A mau who offers odds at your solicitation can- 
not employ one or more clerks to keep track of the 
transactions. You cannot band him a card to keep 
him in mind of your bet. In other words, betting 
will In- reduced to a minimum and conducted so 
privately that there can is* no tangible evidence 
u|kiii which to base arrests. There will lie no open 
speculation of any kind and certain well-known pro- 
fessionals, if they visit the track, will be under 
constant surveillance. 

“The racing association is satisfied to re-open tin* 
gates for the revival of the sport at its own o\|m-iis<*. 
If the public responds with a fair amount of 
patronage well and giK'd. for gate receipts will help. 
But tile men in control of tin* sport do not intend 
to have* the future jeopardized liy a number of pro- 
fessional gamblers who care nothing for racing 
itself, lint simply go to the track for the purpose 
of lining their pockets. 

“Those rules will apply to all parts of the en- 
closure, the clubhouse In-lug oil the same plane with 
the grandstand and the one* dollar section. The 
Pinkertons will aid the* sheriff's men in every way 
and persons who expoet to see open violations of 
the* law will lie disaiqioilited. 

"The racing on Friday will afford Isith a spectacle 
and an outing for those who enthuse over the thor- 
oughbred and will he entirely cut off from specula- 
tion. Under these conditions the racing interests 
believe they can gc-l along without tin* slightest 
trouble or friction with the- officers of the law.” 

Tin* Westchester Racing Association, under whose 
auspices the meeting will be held, and other asso- 
ciations which have planned meetings at other 
tracks, circulated today announcements that the law 
in relation to bcKiktuaking and betting would be en- 
forced to ils strictest interpretation. Notice is 
served that if any attempt is made at booktuaking, 
as it is feared there may Is* among the crowds 
within the inclosnre where only $1 admission is 
charged, this popular priced section * will be closed 
entirely. 

The right of individuals to liet among themselves 
will not be interfered with by the police, it is 
understood, if only oral wagers are made.

With such giKid 
three year-olds as Ten Point, Hawthorn. Buskin, 
Kleburne and Barnegat likely to face the starter, 
tliis race promises to lie one of tin* most attractive 
events of the year on (lie Canadian eureuit. The 
Hamilton meeting will bring out considerable new 
material, sporting silk for the first time in the 
Dominion this season, as many stables are coming 
on from Kentucky at lln* close of tin* Douglas Park 
meeting. The track is in excellent condition and a 
number of horses are quartered there that recently 
arrived from Baltimore. 

It was over the Hamilton track that Uudolfo 
won his maiden race last summer.

Spokane. Wash.. May 29. — The program at Alan 
today was just an ordinary one. tin* races being 
devoted to the cheaper grade of horses and old- 
timers hi the barrier scored in nearly every in- 
stance.

DAVIES STABLE IN FORM 

HORSES OF PROMINENT TORONTO TURFMAN 
SCORE IN THREE RACES AT WOODBINE. 

Plate Glass Wins the Connaught Cup and Stewards 
Exercise Discretionary Powers in Disqualifying 
• His Stable Companion, First Sight. 



Toronto, tint.. May 29.— The s Glide of Robt. 
Davies, which lias boon cutting an important figure 
in tin* racing here lids spring, furnished three ot 
the winners at Woodbine tliis afternoon. Tin* op- 
ening race went to knights Differ, which made a 
runaway affair of it and Sky Rocket followed up 
her stable companion's success by scoring over Lyric 
Muse in the second race. The Davies pair. Plate 
Glass and First Sight, finished first and second in 
the Connaught Cup, tin* former beating the three- 
year-ohl by half a length. Moody was unable to 
keep First Sight straight in the stretch racing and 
just as he gut clear of Bwana Tunilio. his mount 
swerved to the inside rail sharply, cutting Bwana 
Turn bo off. Tlie stewards tiKik advantage of the 
amended rule of the Canadian Racing Associations 
which permits them to use discretion in disquali- 
fying either one, or both of an entry in the event 
of interference, by disqualifying only First Sight, 
the change in the placing giving Bwana TuiiiIm* 
second money and Amberite third. As Plate Glass 
and First Sight were coupled, it cut no figure with 
those who wagered on the Davies entry. Last fall 
at the annual meeting of the Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciations several rules were changed and some 
amended. The rule which covered today’s case, 
which refers to interference and foul riding, was 
105, paragraph 5. of which reads: “Every horse 

in a race belonging wholly or partly to the same 
owner may also be disqualified.” 

It was tlie consensus of opinion that the officials 
did the fair and sensible thing in tliis particular 
ease, as it would have Ihk*h a hardship to take the 
race away from Plate Glass, which cut no figure 
in the interference whatever. Incidentally the vic- 
tory of Plate Glass marked the eighth success of 
tile Davies stable during the five days of the meet- 
ing. 

The program was a well balanced one and a 
majority of tin* races furnished interesting eon 
t«*sts. Apart from tlie Connaught Cup. there 
wen* additional attractions. Tin* .IJaph* I /eaf Stakes, 
for Canadian-bred three-year-olds. With $1,500 added, 
and the Buhloyle Steeplechase. $I,ihio added, over 
lln* two-mile course. Tin* former went to II. Bid- 
dings’ Saroita. which won easily. Tlie Biddings 
stable is pushing the Davies establishment closely.

Manager John llachmcistcr is constantly in 
receipt of letters from prominent turfmen in vari- 
ous parts of the country signifying their intention 
of visiting Latonia to witness the Derby. Latonia 
will undoubtedly enjoy unusual patronage this season 
as the brilliant meetings at Lexington, Churchill 
Downs and Douglas Park have whetted the appe- 
tites of race-goers for good sport, which Latonia 
will supply. The management lias spared no ex- 
pense in making improvements at the Kenton County 
truck and the racing public can he assured that the 
meeting will he of high class throughout. 

Trainer George Ham has had a run of hard luck 
with tile stable he is training this spring for 
William Gerst of Nashville. lie has twenty-two 
horses in charge and few of them are ready to race, 
owing to their slow recovery from sickness last 
winter. Ham lias some promising two-year-old 
material iu his stable and lief ore the season is 
over the Gerst string will lie heard from. 

Charles Rowe has gone to Canada witli Otto F. 
Stifel's string, lie thinks well of the five-year-old 
Rami Hard, by Rannocklmrn, and also lias a high 
regard for the three-year-old gelding Fred Drew, a 
brut her to the great Jack Atkin. Barney Schreiber 
had a sister to Jack Atkin, named Clara Atkin, in 
training last season and had hoped to win the Ken- 
tucky oaks with her. She went wrong, however. It 
seems odd t«i see a trainer like Rowe on the turf 
with a string of maidens as in the old days lie had 
only the best to handle, such as Colonial Girl, First 
Mason and Mabel Richardson. With Colonial Girl 
ltowe won the $50,000 World's Fair Handicap at 
St. Louis and many other brilliant races, lie is a 
capable trainer ami rode well as a jockey. One of 
liis regular mounts was tlm famous old campaigner 
Ernest Race, with which lie won many races. 

Seiuprite. which won at Douglas I’ark on Tues- 
day at a mile in 1:39%. beating the Latonia Derby 
candidates, McCorklc anil Jimmie McGill, as well 
as the high class fitly. Floral I’ark, is the last 
foal of tin- famous broodmare. Ignite, tile dam of 
the Kent inky Derby and Latonia Derby winner. Sir 
ilium, and the good stake mare Altuda. Ignite, in 
producing three such performers as Sir linen, Al- 
tinla and Seiuprite, shows what some great race 
males can do in the stud, as she was one of the best 
till ies George J. Long ever raced. Mr. Long was 
highly pleased over Semprite's victory of Tuesday, 
lie always had an affection for Ignite and her foals 
are great favorites with him. 

Before Cream won the Kentucky Oaks last Satur- 
day, lier owner C. C. Van Meter, offered to take 
$3,500 for the daughter of Electioneer. It is said 
that Mr. Van Meter now asks $7,500 for the filly, 
at least he is credited with having priced her at 
this figure to Mose Goidldntt. representing J. Liv- 
ingston. win* is a new comer on the turf. This 
only shows what a difference one winniir* race some- 
times makes in the value of a performer. Cream :s 
a lilly that looks as if she will continue to improve 
as she grows older. 

It begins to look as if the honors among the 



mature horses racing this season on the American 
turf would lie between Free Lance and ltiidolfo, 
which should surely lie of great satisfaction to 
George J. Long, as both of these brilliant, perform- 
ers were bred and raised in his famous 'Bashford 
Manor stud. Free Lance is training well for late 
summer and fall raring, and ltiidolfo, right now. is 
the star of American racing. What lie will lie able 
to do in a race with Free Lance at his best is 
problematical of course, hut it surely is a great dis- 
tinction for any breeding establishment to have 
iu training two such crack four-year-olds.
